DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-3 and 5-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to teach or obviously 
suggest the claimed invention. 

2. Specifically, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the 
limitation* " electric control unit being constructed and arranged so that the 
electric control unit turns the apparatus off upon opening of the tillable 
cover" as in claim 8. 

3. While Reber et al teaches an electric control unit, which turns the 
apparatus off upon opening of the cover (see col.6, lines 51-55), Reber et 
al fails to teach or obviously suggest turning the apparatus off upon 
opening a tillable cover. 

4. Rather, both Reber et al and Snowball teach screwable cover.
